Washington, Jan. 21.— The atmos 
phere of "co-operation and accommo­ 
dation” in the president’s message, the 
reforms proposed expresed in terms 
of 
conservatism and the spirit of 
friendliness to supersede antagonism 
'ii dealing with big business which 
dominated the president’s thoughts, 
roused expressions of approval from 
all sides. 
Few discordant notes were 
sounded in comments from members 
of congress who are to pass on legis­ 
lation urged to prohibit monopoly and 
hold men of business within the law. 
llefore the plaudits of his audience 
had ceased and as the president was 
passing 
from 
the 
house 
chamber, 
where 
his 
successive 
appearances 
since last April have contributed to 
the nation’s history, his utterances 
had precipitated action. 
Representative Underwood, majority 
leader of the house, was the first to 
act. 
As soon as the house reconvened 
after the joint session held to hear 
the president he offered a motion to 
refer to the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee the suggestion 
for the creation of an interstate trade 
commission and for a law empowering 
the interstate commerce commission 
to regulate the issuance of railroad 
securities, and to the committee on 
judiciary 
the proposals 
relating to 
legislation 
designed to 
supplement, 
but not to amend, the Sherman anti­ 
trust act. 


W ill Begin W ork at Once. 


The motion was adopted and it was 
announced later that both commit 
tees would begin work at once and 
arrange for public hearings. 
The action of the house in refer­ 
ring portions of the inessge to the in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce com 
mittee, of which Representative Ad- 
amgon is 
chairman, 
somewhat dis­ 
turbed the program mapped out by 
the Judiciary sub-committee, headed 
by Representative 
Clayton 
of Ala­ 
bama, which already has held hear­ 
ings and prepared a tentative draft 
of a trade commission bill. 
Representative Clayton vainly had 
protested against any of the trust reg­ 
ulation program being taken from his 
committee and while Mr. Underwood 
was offering his motion to refer Mr, 
Clayton and Representative Carlin of 
Virginia stood at his elbow, pleading 
that he change his course of action. 
Members of 
the house 
Judiciary 
committee and members of the senate 
interstate commerce committee, head­ 
ed by Senator Newlands of Nevada, 
conferred again on plans for expedit­ 
ing the bills to be submitted to con­ 
gress. 
Expressions on the message came 
freely from senators and representa­ 
tives—Democratic, 
Republican 
and 
Progressive. 
The only unfavorable 
criticisms 
emanated 
from 
Progres­ 
sives, 
Representative 
Murdock, the 
third party leader, asserting that the 
suggestions for the solution of the 
trust 
evil 
were 
“ inadequate” 
and 
would 
render the 
trust evil 
more 
acute.

TAKES RAP AT NEW HAVEN 


Senator Kenyon Speaks on Alaskan 
Railw ay Bill. 
Washington, 
Jan. 
21.— What 
has 
happened to the stockholders of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
system was held up to the senate bv 
Senator Kenyon of Iowa as an argu­ 
ment for government ownership of 
railroads. 
The senator was speaking 
in support of the Alaskan railway bill. 
"Is it any consolation to the wid­ 
ows and orphans holding New York, 
New Haven and Hartford stock, who 
are told that the dividend has been 
passed, to know that $50,000 of that 
company’s funds went as a donation 
to the Republican national campaign 
fund?’’ he asked. 
Senator McCumber of North Dako­ 
ta insisted that government ownership 
was the first step in the direction of 
a socialistic movement and that it 
would end in building up a great po­ 
litical machine made up of railway 
employes, whose salaries would be 
much higher than are paid under pres­ 
ent conditions. 


london, Jan. 21.— Lord Strathcona 
and Mount Royal, high commissioner 
for Canada, died peacefully in sleep. 
He had been practically unconscious 
since 4:30 p. rn. Tuesday. 
Ixjrd Strathcona’s death was due to 
prostration, the result of a severe at­ 
tack of catarrh. He had been ailing, 
however, since the death of his wife 
Nov. 12, which proved a great shock 
to him. 
Ixird 
Strathcona’s 
life 
spanned 
nearly a century and his active career 
a full three-quarters. 
"The best way to live to an old 
age," he explained when found at 
work at his desk in london on his 
ninety-third birthday on Aug. 6, "is 
by not thinking about age at all, but 
Just going on doing your work.” 
From his eighteenth year, when as 
Donald Smith, a sturdy Scot, he sail­ 
ed for Canada, to his ninety-fourth 
year, which would have been com­ 
pleted next August, he lived up to his 
maxim 
of work. 
For the past six 
years he had been reported period­ 
ically as "about to resign” the post of 
high commissioner for Canada, but it 
was death and not his resignation 
which terminated his work. 


W ith Hudson Bay Company. 


His first years in Canada were those 
of an adventurous youth in what was 
then a real wilderness. 
The Hudson 
Bay company, which controlled prac­ 
tically all of British North America, 
engaged him as clerk and by succes­ 
sive stages he grew to be head of the 
corporation and he was its last resi­ 
dent governor. 
During this service, 
which was mainly in labrador, he 
was threatened with snow blindness 
and had to make a forced march of 
500 miles through the snow to Mon­ 
treal for an operation on his eyes. 
After thirty years in the Eastern 
wilds he became resident governor in 
Montreal and later accepted the offer 
of leading Ixird Wolseley’s expedition 
to the Northwest. Lord Wolseley said 
of him that his tact and confidence so 
won the Indians of that whole region 
that his word was law’ among them. 
Later he bent nis energies toward 
opening the West and he is credited 
with having pressed the Canadian Pa­ 
cific railway to completion across th* 
continent. 
He also was a member of 
the Manitoba legislature and Domin­ 
ion parliament for many years. 


W idely Advertised Canada. 


in 1896, fifty-eight years after he 
had 
first landed 
in 
Canada, 
Lord 
Strathcona was sent to London as 
high commissioner. 
When 
seventy- 
six years old the new commissioner 
set himself the task of making Cana­ 
da better known in Europe. 
It was rather uphill work, but Lord 
Strathcona’s untiring energy won and 
he remained high commissioner long 
enough to find his Dominion the best 
known in the empire, drawing from 
British investors a goodly share of 
that capital which formerly went to 
the development of foreign countries. 
These last years in London were 
as full of work as were the days in 
Canada. 
Unless some public engage­ 
ment prevented it Lord Strathcona 
could be found at the office of the 
high commissioner in Victoria street 
every week. 
From the vast fortune he accumu­ 
lated Lord Strathcona often dispensed 
large sums for educational and char­ 
itable purposes and he also was a 
patron of many branches of sport.

and all within the vision of a person 
in a single day’s journey as in case 
of the Panama canal. 
Members ot congress took advantage 
of the holiday recess to visit the canal 
Several of them had never been there 
before, and these returned enthusiastic 
about the big ditch.

Washington, 
Jan. 
21.— President 
Wilson personally laid before a joint 
session of congress the fundamental 
principles of the Democratic admin­ 
istration’s program for dealing with 
trusts and "big business.” 
The presi­ 
dent presented the case, he said, as 
it “ lies in the thought of the country,” 
reiterating "that private monopoly iB 
indefensible and intolerable,” and de­ 
claring that 
conscientious 
business 
men throughout the nation would not 
be satisfied until practices now depre­ 
cated by public opinion as restraints 
of trade and commerce were corrected. 
“ W e are now about to write the ad­ 
ditional articles of our constitution 
of peace,” said the president, “ the 
peace that is honor and freedom and 
prosperity.” 
Besides suggesting the scope of leg­ 
islation the president made a personal 
appeal for an atmosphere of friendli­ 
ness 
and 
co-operation 
in congress 
while handling the problem. 
"The antagonism,” he 
said, “ be­ 
tween business 
and 
government is 
over. 
W e are now about to give ex­ 
pression 
to 
the 
best judgment 
of 
America, to what we know to be the 
business conscience and honor of the 
land. 
The government and business 
men are ready to meet each other 
half way in a common effort to square 
business methods with both 
public 
opinion and the law.” 
The message dealt exclusively with 
business problems, asking congress 
to clarify the interpretation of the 
Sherman anti trust law, forbid inter­ 
locking directorates, and predicted a 
new era of prosperity, one that would 
“ hearten the young men coming on,” 
if congress did the duty the country 
so evidently wanted done.

General Mercado Defends Aban­ 


donment of Ojinaga. 


El Paso, Tex., Jan. 21.—Guarded by 
United States cavalrymen the 3,300 
Mexican federal soldiers and their 
1,639 women and children, camp fol­ 
lowers, who were forced to seek asy­ 
lum in this country during the battle 
at Ojinaga, Mex., were interned at 
Fort Bliss for an indefinite stay on 
the footing of poisoners of war. 
Soon after their arrival the refugees 
were spread over the reservation, mix­ 
ing beans with chili and making tor­ 
tillas out of flour furnished by the 
American army. 
In defense of his abandonment of 
Ojinaga and in answer to criticisms 
from Mexico City, General Mercado 
detailed his reasons for taking asy­ 
lum in this country. 
He charged General Pascual Orozco 
with cowardice and insubordination. 
He said Orozco repeatedly had robbed 
the federal provision train, had be­ 
come arrogant, had refused to attack 
the rebels, had abandoned his own 
troops and had run a w a y under fire. 
General Mercado charged that Gen­ 
eral Ynez Salazar and General Anto­ 
nio 
Rojas, 
volunteer 
commanders, 
w’ere cowardly under fire and that 
they abandoned their posts as soon 
as the rebels appeared.

Milwaukee, Jan. 21.— The Wisconsin 
eugenic law regulating the issuant* 
of marriage licenses was held uncon­ 
stitutional by Circuit Judge F. CL 
Eschweiler. 
Among other things, the court -uUd. 
the law which provides for a physi­ 
cian’s certificate of health, including 
Hie Wasserman test, is violative of 
hie rights secured by the constitution 
and that it conflicts w ith religious lib­ 
erty because it tends to halt mar­ 
riages. 
The court disagreed with the recent 
ruling of Attorney General W alter CL 
Owen, who held that the law did not 
require the Wasserman test. 
“ If tho 
Wasserman test and others are not 
applied," said the court, "the doctor 
giving the applicant a clean bill of 
health would place himself liable Us 
the law against perjury owing to blo 
false statements.” 
The law is praised because of itm 
movement toward suppression of sex­ 
ual diseases, but is condemned be­ 
cause its enforcement is practically 
an impossibility. 
The physician’s fee 
of $3 is held to be unreasonable. 
The court held that if the state 
wishes to exercise its right for pre­ 
venting undesirables from marriage it 
should assume the burden of weeding 
out the unfit and thereby not coat 
upon the fit an unfair demand and 
thus materially impair an inalienable 
right. 
The prayer of the plaintiff. Alfred 
Peterson, that the law was class leg­ 
islation by demanding tests from mea 
only, is refused. 
The judge said that 
this is a legislative right. 
Judge 
Eschweiler contended that 
the physician making the tests must 
make full and complete investigation 
himself, according to the wording cd 
the law. 
The matter is expected te 
reach the supreme court.

COAL MINES 
CLAIM 
2,360 


Every 100,000,000 Tone Produced Cost 
429 Lives. 
Washington, Jan. 21,—Every IOO,- 
000,000 short tons of coal produced 
in the United Stales in 1912 cost 429 
lives in mine accidents, or a total of 
2,360 lives for a production of 550,- 
000,000 short tons of coal, according 
to a report just issued by the bureau 
of mines, department of the interior. 
This loss of life in proportion to 
the number of millions of tons mined, 
4.29 per cent, is the smallest in the 
records available at the bureau. 
In 
1907 it soared to 6.93 per cent. 
The actual number of lives lost in 
1912 was less than in any previous 
year since 1896, when 2.116 men lost 
their lives in and around coal mines. 
In 1907 the number of deaths reached 
3,197.

HORSESHOEING AT CORNELL. 


F a rri er* Will Be T a u g h t H ig h e r P r i n ­ 
ciple* of th e Trade. 
A course in horseshoeing is an Inno­ 
vation announced by the trustees of 
Cornell university at Ithaca, N. Y. 
All 
horseshoers of the state are invited to 
enter without charge. 
The course will be given by the far­ 
rier’s department of the State College 
of Veterinaries. 
The last legislature 
made an appropriation for equipment. 
“The purpose,’’ said Director Moore. 
“is to offer horseshoers an opportunity 
to acquire a more thorough knowledge 
of the principles of horseshoeing. Be­ 
sides setting shoes It is important that 
these men should be familiar with the 
anatomy and physiology of the horse’s 
foot and the danger of certain Infec­ 
tions, such as tetanus or lockjaw. 
“One hour each day w'ill be given to 
lectures and the rest of the time to 
practical work In the shop. The course 
will run for six weeks, and if there is 
a demand for It it will be repeated.”
